Brown pledges death penalty veto / 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. promised today that 
if a death bill reinstating the death 
penalty reached his desk he would veto 
it. 
In his annual “State of the State” mes­ 
sage to the legislature, the 38-year-old 
former Jesuit seminarian declared it 
was “a matter of conscience” and said, 
“If a (death penalty) bill should come to 
my desk, 1 will return it without my 
signature.” 
Brown, a long-time foe of capital 
punishment, said he would propose 


legislation which would require life 
imprisonment without possiblity of 
parole “for those who commit capital 
crimes.” 


“This is something I’ve thought about 
for a long time,” Brown told the law­ 
makers. “My position is very clear on 
this subject. I respect each one of you. I 
respect the judgment of the people. 


“But as you begin your deliberations, I 
feel incumbent upon me to share with 
you what I believe. For me this is a mat­ 
ter of conscience. I feel that way, and if a 


bill should come to my desk, I will return 
it without my signature.” 
He then ended his 10-minute address 
with a “thank you very much.” 


The state Supreme Court last month 
struck down California’s 1973 death 
penalty law as unconstitutional. The law 
was fashioned after the voters in 1972 
reinstated capital punishment which had 
been declared invalid a year earlier by 
the high court. 
Several lawmakers have introduced 
bills to reinstate the death penalty and 


legislative leaders have forecast swift 
passage of such. But all the while, Brown 
had been the question mark on whether 
he would sign, veto or allow to become 
law without his signature a reinstate­ 
ment bill. 
After the speech, some lawmakers 
questioned on the Assembly floor 
whether it was certain that the gover­ 
nor’s remarks would veto a capital 
punishment bill. Assemblyman Alan 
Sieroty, D-Los Angeles, said he spoke 
with Brown immediately afterward and 
was assured it did mean a veto.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A special As­ 
sembly task force has developed its own 
massive property tax-renter relief pro­ 
gram that would include a county- 
imposed income tax, it was reported to­ 
day. 
The county income tax would be a sur­ 
tax on individual state income taxes, the 
San Francisco Examiner reported. 
Although the state would collect it for 
counties, the money would be sent back 
to its origins, where it would be used to 
reduce the tax rate on owner-occupied 
homes. 
The proposal was drafted by As­ 
semblyman W illie L. Brown Jr., 
chairman of the Revenue and Taxation 
C om m ittee. The San F rancisco 
Democrat described it as a more aggres­ 
sive approach to tax reform than Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s property tax 
plan. 
No specific price tag has yet been 
placed on the Assembly plan, but it could 
result in a multi-billion dollar tax revi­ 
sion. 
The assemblyman said senior citizens 
would fare better under the Assembly’s 
plan than under the governor’s proposed 
increase in relief for the elderly. 
Assemblyman Brown said a person 62 
or older and earning less than $20,000 a 
year could defer paying any property tax 
the rest of his or her life under the As­ 
sembly plan. 
Instead, the individual would agree to 
allow the state to place a lien on the 
property for the amount of taxes owed, 
plus interest. If the person dies, the state 
gets first call on the estate to settle the 
tax bill. If the property is sold, the state, 
again, gets its share first. 
Brown said counties would be reim­ 
bursed from state funds for the local 
revenue lost by deferring the senior

Lompoc Water Commission will hold a 
special meeting soon to consider crucial 
water questions including the growing 
rift with the south county. 
The commission decided on the 
meeting Wednesday after a review of the 
following subjects that have top priority: 
a County Water Agency Report on state 
project water pricing and mechanics; a 
letter written by Stanley C. Hatch in 
behalf of the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District and setting forth 
the legal dangers inhered in the experi­ 
ment with conjunctive use programs; a 
proposal by the City of Santa Barbara 
for a multi-million dollar desilting 
project for Gibraltor Reservoir , a report 
by the water agency's subcommittee on 
water pricing; and possibly a first phase 
report by the CDM Corp., on conjunctive 
use and related questions. 
In other action, the commission dis­ 
cussed the following: 
— A report indicating that the city’s 
two reservoirs which are proposed have 
been figured in the network analysis that 
was completed recently 
— An agreement by the staff that costs 
of updating the analysis can be charged 
to new developers. 
— Learned from Dale Batchelor that 
the water table in the Lompoc un­ 
derground is at an adequate level 
— A report by City Atty. Alan 
Davidson that the city's application for 
the development of a spreading program 
on the Santa Ynez River east of the city 
is being processed by the state. 
— A proposal that a monitoring 
program be set up after the spreading 
system is under way in order to deter­ 
mine its effectiveness 
— A report on proposals for desilting 
Gibraltor in the light of questions that 
aroused the concern of the commission 
For example would the project enable 
the City of Santa Barbara to take more 
water from the reservoir than the city is 
entitled to under the Gin Chow decision? 
TTie commissioners also learned that 
the future looks good for a new well 
project; and that the city is going 
forward with design of a new reservoir 
despite failure to gain federal public 
works employment act funding

notification of his family. He was 22 
vears old. 
The stalled car was in the fast lane on 
the northbound side of the freeway. 
Ironically, a CHP patrol unit spotted the 
stalled car while on patrol in the 
southbound lanes. Before the officers 
could make a U turn and come back to 


the scene, the tragedy occurred. 
County hydrologist Phil Holland said 
an inch of rain fell at San Marcos Pass; 
nearly a half inch at Santa Maria , nearly 
three quarters of an inch at Sum- 
merland; and a rousing 1.88 inches at 
Cachuma 
The storm raised the season total in 
Lompoc to 6.59 inches, compared to 1.06

Lightning hit two passenger jet planes 
during the height of the snow but no in­ 
juries were reported and both craft 
landed safely.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The electoral 
college made it official today. Jimmy 
Carter was elected President and Walter 
Mondale Vice President. 
The final act in the election system — 
as old as the nation and which critics say 
should have been done away with years 
ago — came when Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller officially announced to a 
joint session of Congress that Carter 
defeated Gerald R. Ford. 
Acting under a constitutional mandate, 
the vice president presided over the joint 
session as the 538 electoral votes from 
the 50 states and the District of Columbia 
were examined, tallied and certified.

CSEA has indicated it would have to 
want to impose a fee schedule on non­ 
members by virtue of the clause, since 
the benefits of negotiations go to all 
employes. What was not clear, however, 
was the crucial question of whether 
employment would hinge on the payment 
of the fee.

New Third D istrict Super­ 
visor William B. Wallace of 
Goleta Valley said Wednesday 
he is asking the Board of Super­ 
visors to call upon new Interior 
Secretary Cecil Andrus to resc- 
ing the Exxon Co. U.S.A. per­ 
mit for a proposed offshore 
floating oil tre a tm e n t and 
storage facility in the Santa 
Barbara Channel. 
P re v io u sly , tne In te rio r 
Department under the Ford Ad­ 
ministration had granted Exxon 
such a p erm it in F ed eral 
waters of the western channel 
off the Refugio-El Capitan 
area. 
This came after Exxon had 
refused a State Coastal Com­ 
mission perm it to allow an 
onshore treatm ent and storage 
complex because of what was 
termed to be onerous conditions 


tied to an onshore pipeline 
study. 


W allace, a v e te rin a ria n 
residing in Isla Vista, said the 
county and state “have issued 
perm its for a safer and cleaner 
onshore oil and gas treatm ent 
fa c ility ," adding th a t an 
onshore plant “ would allow 
recovery of vitally needed 
natural gas which would have to 
be reinjected with use of the of­ 
fshore alternative.” 


Meanwhile, a task force of 
federal, state, county, city and 
oil 
company 
representatives 
have been in session with the 
purpose of exploring possible 
routes for a pipeline that could 
be used by various oil com­ 
panies operating in the Santa 
Barbara Channel, in lieu of 
tanker operations. 
This countv has initiated the 


necessary planning and zoning 
changes to allow shipment of 
the m ajority of California outer 
continental shelf produced oil 
by o nshore pip elin e, said 
Wallace.

Board of Supervisors’ chairman Harrell Fletcher is asking board 
approval Monday of a resolution requesting President C arter’s as­ 
sistance in meeting critical housing needs in the Santa Maria area. 


The Fifth District supervisor 
from Santa Maria drew up a 
resolution, for board approval, which cites an “ extreme shortage 
of adequate housing for low and moderate income families in the 
county.” 


Current Federal programs and funding levels have proven 
deficient in meeting the “ critical need” for newly constructed 
housing for families of the less affluent, it was stated. 


Minimum required number of Federally funded dwelling units to 
meet the current need should be 300 units per year, Fletcher said. 


The proposed resolution says the county board “recognizes and 
commends President-elect Carter for his championing the cause of 
a decent dwelling for every American.” 


Fletcher has told the county board previously that low-income 
people in his district have been forced to live in garages and other 
structures unfit for human beings to reside in

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Conservative-moderate GOP 
chairmanship battle looms 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
conservative-moderate 
battle 
over a new Republican National 
Chairman is on, with President 
Ford and Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller backing Texan 
James Baker, Ford’s presiden­ 
tial campaign manager. 
Ford and Rockefeller met at 
the White House Wednesday 
with former Govs. Ronald 
Reagan of California and John 
Connally of Texas, both of 
whom said there was no agree­ 
ment on who should succeed 
Mary Louise Smith when the 
Republican National Commit­ 
tee meets here Jan. 1415. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, the 
party's 1964 presidential can­ 
didate, was so angered at not 
being invited to the party’s 
“ summit” council he declared 
he would never again raise 
funds for or otherwise help the 
GOP 
Several sources said the GOP 
meeting was held in a cordial 
atmosphere at which Ford 
strongly backed Baker. Rock­ 
efeller did not state a prefer­ 


ence at the meeting, but his of­ 
fice later announced he would 
back whomever Ford wanted — 
without naming Baker. 
Reagan reportedly told the 
other three that Baker was not 
acceptable, and his choice — 
and that of most sunbelt conser­ 
vatives — was Utah State 
Chairman Richard Richards. 
Connally was mum. He was 
once mentioned for the chair­ 
manship and boosted by a group 
of southern GOP leaders. When 
Connally w ithdrew , they 
switched to former Sen. Wil­ 
liam Brock of Tennessee, who 
is now a full time contender for 
the post. 
Baker, a young Houston 
lawyer, was never involved in a 
major national campaign 
before hi* served as Ford’s chief 
delegate hunter and later cam­ 
paign chairman last year. 
A high White House source 
said Ford phoned Mrs. Smith 
after the lunch and told her he 
would support whomever the 
committee picks but that his 
preference is Jim Baker. 


“ It’s the President’s personal 
preference,’’ the source said. 
Rockefeller’s backing was 
seen as a signal to liberal 
Republicans in the Northeast. 
Richard Rosenbaum, the New 
York State chairm an and 
chairman of the Republican 
state chairmen, said in Albany 
he “ strongly supported” the 
Ford-Rockefeller choice, with­ 
out naming Baker. 
There were also indications 
that Sen. Robert Dole, the un­ 
successful GOP vice presi­ 
dential candidate, would back 
Baker. 
The first sign of a split among 
the GOP big four came when 
they refused to meet with 
reporters after the luncheon, as 
they had after a similar unity 
session last month. 
Reagan did stop long enough 
to say there was no agreement. 
“ It’s simply been left (that) 
any individual who wants to 
speak up can,” Reagan said. 
“ We believe it’s the function of 
the national committee” to 
select a chairman. 
Iranian company threatens to 
blacklist balking oil buyers 


TEHRAN. Iran (U PI) - The 
National Iranian Oil Company, 
faced by plummeting exports in 
the early days of 1977, has 
threatened to blacklist 25 firms 
seeking cheaper prices unless 
they honor their agreements. 
NIOC said oil exports have 
fallen almost 9 per cent follow­ 
ing a Jan. 1 price increase of 
10.4 per cent. 
Direct sales, which account 
for about one-fifth of the ex­ 
ports, dropped more than 40 per 
cent from an anticipated figure 
of 1.2 million barrels a day to 
693.000 barrels, the company 
said. 
In late 1976, when internation­ 
al oil companies were stocking 
up in anticipation of price in­ 
creases. direct sales from Iran 
amounted to some 1.5 million 
barrels daily 
Most of Iran’s exports — 


some 4 5 million barrels a day 
— are handled by an interna­ 
tional consortium including 
British Petroleum . Royal 
Dutch Shell and several 
American companies. 
NIOC said the 25 companies 
had contracted independently 
to buy 60 million tons of Iranian 
crude and that “ every buyer of 
crude, who does not honor the 
commitments or signatures, 
will definitely be brought under 
the blacklist of the National 
Iranian Oil Company.” 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates split from the 
other 11 members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries last month 
and announced they were 
holding price increases for 1977 
to 5 per cent 
The other members, in­ 
cluding Iran, agreed on an in- 


crease of 10.4 per cent and said 
another 5 per cent would be ad­ 
ded next July. 
NIOC said the 25 companies 
had demanded price rebates 
following the OPEC meeting in 
Qatar. 
“ Since these demands run 
counter to the OPEC decisions 
reached at the OPEC conferen­ 
ce. the NIOC has rejected them 
outright.” the company said in 
a statement. 
Saudi Arabia, which accounts 
for about one-third of the com­ 
bined OPEC production, has 
said it will increase its output 
some 40 per cent to almost 12 
million barrels a day. Oil in­ 
dustry sources said Wednesday 
that Abu Dhabi, one of the 
emirates, was planning to 
produce up to two million 
barrels daily, an increase of 20 
per cent from current levels.

Crackdown due on vocational, 
home study school promotions 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
Federal Trade Commission 
study today called for a 
crackdown on “ false, decep­ 
tive. and unfair” schemes used 
$9 promote vocational and 
home study schools to which 2 
million Americans pay more 
than $2 5 billion in tuition each 
year. 
The report recommends such 
schools be forced to tell 
prospective students their drop­ 
out rates and their job and 
salary prospects if job-finding 
claims are made, give students 
time to study such disclosures, 
and establish a refund policy 
for students who quit. 
"The evidence on the record 
indicates that the commission 
must act forcefully to proscribe 
unfair and deceptive acts and 
practices engaged in by pro­ 
prietary vocational schools and 
to offer remedial relief to con­ 
sumers in order to discourage 
such acts and practices in the 
future.” the staff study said 
It said such schools are es­ 
timated to be a $5 billion-a-year 
industry by 1985, but previous 
attempts to regulate them on a 
case-by-case basis have failed 
to clean up the business. 
It recommended that disclo­ 
sures on drop-out rates, salary 
prospects and the like be sub­ 


ject to a readability test — the 
first time that such a test would 
be required in an FTC trade 
regulation rule. The test recom­ 
mended is that developed by 
Dr Rudolph Flesch 
The consumer disclosures un­ 
der the • Flesch Test” would be 
rated ‘very easy” to read and 
comprehend, the FTC staff 
said 
One recommended disclosure 
would read 
“ Many of our students don’t 
take this course to get a job 
And we can’t tell you your 
chance of getting a job when 
you finish No one who works 
for us should talk to you about 
jobs or earnings.” 
Another, where a newly of­ 
fered course is involved, would 
state: 
“ Our course is too new for us 
to know how often students who 
take this course finish or don’t 
finish So no one who works for 
us can answer this.” 
The agency originally pro- 
posd a rule governing vocation­ 
al and home study schools in 
August. 1974 The proposal was 
republished in May, 1975, and 
today's report is the result of 
hearings held on the subject 
The latest recommendation, 
however, differs from the 
original in the “ Flesch Test” 


provision as well as in a 
proposed exemption for schools 
which enroll 75 or fewer stu­ 
dents each year. 
The staff said while that ap­ 
proach would exclude 60 per 
cent of the approximately 8,000 
schools from coverage, but 
cover 90 per cent of the students 
who attend such schools since 
most go to the larger schools.

SAN JU A N , Puerto Rico 
(U PI) — Gov. Carlos Romero 
Barcelo says he has no plans to 
call a referendum on the ques­ 
tion of statehood for Puerto 
Rico, but that he won’t rule out 
the possibility. 
The new governor, chief of 
the pro-statehood New Progres­ 
sive party, commented in an in­ 
terview Wednesday on Presi­ 
dent Ford s surprise announce­ 
ment last week that he would 
seek to make the island the 51st 
U.S. state 
While denying any specific 
plans to put the matter to a vote 
during his four-year term that 
began Sunday. Romero Barcelo 
said, “ I cannot rule something 
like that out 
“ I'm not going to be aggres­ 
sive about it, but I ’m not going 
to be defensive about it either,” 
he added 
By federal law, Puerto 
Ricans must approve statehood 
in a plebiscite before the Carib­ 
bean island can enter the union. 


In 1967. they voted to keep their 
present status as a Com­ 
monwealth — a self-governing 
U.S. territory sharing a com­ 
mon market and foreign policy 
with the mainland. 
In his campaign for governor, 
Romero said the island’s status 
was not an issue and he pledged 
to concentrate on reducing the 
21 per cent unemployment rate 
and improving government 
administration. 
Ford's proposal came two 
days 
before 
R o m ero 's 
inauguration, and outgoing 
Gov. Rafael Hernandez Colon 
has suggested there may have 
been a secret deal between the 
President and Romero to 
launch a statehood bandwagon. 
Romero, relaxing Wednesday 
in a rocking chair in a receiving 
room of the 16th century gover­ 
nor’s palace, the Fortaleza, 
denied he knew anything in ad­ 
vance about Ford’s proposal 
Romero said he thought Ford 
wanted to make a gesture to 


demonstrate that “ as U.S. 
citizens we should have equali­ 
ty " 
Puerto Ricans now cannot 
vote in presidential elections 
and do not have representation 
in the U.S. Senate. The island's 
resident commissioner in 
Washington can vote in com­ 
mittee in the House of 
Representatives, but not on the 
floor. 
The 44-year-old governor said 
he foresaw the day Puerto Rico 
will be a state but refused to 
predict a date. 


“ I have my own timetable, 
but I keep it a secret.” he said. 


PLAINS, Ga. (U P I) - In 
telegrams to all members of 
the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee, President-elect Jimmy 
Carter today recommended 
former Maine Gov. Kenneth 
Curtis as chairman. 
Carter’s endorsement makes 
the choice almost inevitable. 
In recommending Curtis, 
Carter said “ I know he shares 
my strong belief that the 
Democratic party must belong 
to the people and not just the 
political figures.” 
The President-elect, describ­ 
ing himself as the “ party 
leader” , urged the Committee 
to approve his choice when it 
meets Jan. 21 to select a suc­ 
cessor to Chairman Robert 
Strauss, who is stepping down. 
“ The Democratic Party has 
gone through tremendous struc­ 
tural reform over the last eight 
years." Carter said. “ Ken 
Curtis would be a chairman 
who would continue and build 
on the work that we have ac­ 
complished and create strong 
new avenues of participation 
and service for constituency 
groups and state party orgniza- 
tions 
“ He understands the necessi­ 
ty of a party that understands 
and represents the average 
American.” 
Curtis, 45. served two terms 
as governor of Maine starting 
1967. He was one of Carter’s 
early supporters. 
Carter today also announced 
the appointment of Dr. Sidney 
H arm an, 
a 
New 
York 
electronic industrialist, to be 
undersecretary of commerce. 
Carter said he made the selec­ 
tion on the advice of Commerce 
Secretary-designate 
Juanita 
Kreps 
Harman is president of 
Harman International Indus­ 
tries. manufacturer of high 
fidelity equipment. 
The President-elect also pre­ 
pared for a meeting with his top 
economic advisers to put 
finishing touches on a program 
to stimulate the economy. 
Democratic Senate and 
House leaders will join Carter 
and his advisers in Plains Fri­ 
day to try tor a consensus on the 
proposal, which will be submit­ 
ted to Congress. 
Late Wednesday, 
Press 
Secretary Jody Powell con­ 
firmed reports that Carter had 
decided against naming his 
close aide Greg Schneiders to a 
high White House post. 


Schneiders, 29, was thought to 
be in line for the job of appoint­ 
ments secretary, until a routine 
F B I check uncovered business 
problems during his operation 
of a restaurant and a bar on 
Capitol Hill before joining the 
Carter campaign a year ago. 
Powell said Schneiders may 
still be named to a lesser White 
House position. 
In other developments, Po­ 
well announced that Carter will 
sell his 3,240 shares of 
American Can stock, valued at 
about $120,000. He previously 
said the stock would be turned 
over to the Carter trustee 
Powell also said the trustee 
would be named later this 
week. He said he would not rule 
out Atlanta Attorney Charles 
Kirbo. Carter’s close friend and 
confidant.

Developers 
withdraw 
from study

Evidently wishing to await 
outcome of possible rezoning of 
their lands, seven developers 
and landowners proposing to 
develop more than 140 acres of 
a 300-acre area just north of the 
town of Santa Ynez, have now 
all withdrawn from a proposed 
privately-funded environmental 
impact study of urbanization of 
the area. 
This message was handed to 
the County Planning Commis­ 
sion Wednesday by County En­ 
vironmental Coordinator Albert 
F Reynolds. 
The 300-acre agricultural sec­ 
tor, a portion of which is zoned 
for 
one-acre 
resid en tial 
development, is involved with 
vast other Santa Ynez Valley 
agricultural lands in a possible 
down zoning move for the an­ 
nounced purpose of preserving 
top-flight agricultural lands in 
the Valley from urbanization. 
Reynolds later said that after 
two of the seven persons in­ 
volved in the private en­ 
vironmental impact study plan 
pulled out, the remaining five 
followed this week after view­ 
ing a proposal by a consultant 
firm to draw up an environmen­ 
tal impact study on their 
developments at a cost of 
$17,000 
He said it was possible they 
didn’t want to go through with 
such a study—parallel to the 
county’s independent study of 
the area — and then find that a 
rezoning would prevent their 
developments as planned The 
county's environmental study 
to be meaningful will now have 
to include the area of the 
private study as well as this 
will cost more, said Reynolds. 
Reynolds told the commis­ 
sion he plans to ask the super­ 
visors for an additional $2,700 to 
carry out an expanded en­ 
vironmental review os the area 
He said the total additional sum 
might take another $1,000. 
which he feels he can transfer 
from other funding in his office 
Test borings and other highly 
specialized environmental work 
account for the added expense 
seen to cover the area involved. 
Reynolds showed 


The decision by the seven 
does not mean at this time they 
are giving up on their plans to 
develop the area north of Santa 
Ynez. it was stressed 


In a related decision, the 
commissioners continued to 
May 4 the proposal of John 
O’Hara for a split of a 40-acre

Reynolds pointed out that his 
environmental report would be 
delayed from mid-February to 
May due to the expanded scope

Water diversion 
concern revealed 


New concern that diversions 
by the city of Santa Barbara in 
excess of the safe yield of 
Gibraltar Reservoir are caus­ 
ing an “ adverse effect’’ on the 
safe yield of the Cachuma 
Project in Santa Ynez Valley 
was expressed this week 
before the county supervisors, 
sitting as the County Water 
Agency board 


Reporting on a new investiga­ 
tion of the impact of increased 
Santa Ynez River upstream 
diversions on the Cachuma 
yield. William Laranjo, presi­ 
dent of the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District, 
informed the county officials 
that the now completed in­ 
vestigation of district con­ 
sulting engineer Thomas M 
Stetson raises many important 
points 
Laranjo said the study in­ 
dicates that Santa Barbara has 
diverted in the range of 11,000- 
acre feet from Gibraltar an­ 
nually in recent years, although 
the reservoir has a reported 
safe annual yield during critical 
periods of only about 2.500 acre 
feet 
Third 
District 
Supervisor 
William Wallace asked Waser 
Agency 
manager-engineer 
Charles Lawrance if he agreed 
w ith S te ts o n ’s fin d in g s. 
Lawrance said he saw ‘‘no 
reason at this time to disagree 
with the figures in the report.” 
Lawrance was directed to 
analyze the report thoroughly 
and report back to the agency 
directors as soon as possible. 


Lawrance said it will be 
necessary first to get com­ 
ments on the report from 
member water agencies and 
the Bureau of Reclamation 
before he can finalize a report 
of his own. 


Laranjo stressed that the 
findings indicate the city of 
Santa Barbara by permitting its 
use to exceed safe yield 
parameters for the Gibraltar 


Reservoir, "is increasing its 
own water supply at the ex­ 
pense of all ther entities utiliz­ 
ing Cachuma Project water” 
along the Santa Ynez River and 
on the South Coast. 
Such use in turn relates to 
the question of whether or not 
water in excess of entitlement 
will be made available for sale 
by the Bureau of Recalamation 
in any given year, said Laranjo.

MOSCOW (U PI) - The 
Soviet Union plans to buy only a 
minimum amount of grain from 
exporters like the United States 
following a record harvest of its 
own in 1976. 
Agriculture Minister Valentin 
Mesyats told a news conference 
Wednesday that Soviet farmers 
harvested 223.8 million metric 
tons of grain last year, surpass­ 
ing the historic bumper crop of 
222.5 million tons in 1972. 
“According to the figures 
that have been released, we 
have laid in stock enough grain 
to satisfy all our needs,” 
Mesyats said. “However, what 
has been foreseen by agree­ 
ment — we’ll take it all.” 
The Soviets are committed 
under a 1975 agreement to 
purchase a minimum of 6 
millions tons of com and wheat 


annually from the United 
States. U.S. 
A griculture 
Department officials estimate 
6.6 million tons have been sold 
since the contract year began in 
October. 
The 1976 bumper crop repre­ 
sents a dramatic turnaround 
from 1975 when the grain 
harvest slumped to 138 million 
tons, causing food shortages 
and large imports of foreign 
grain. 
U.S. agricultural officials es­ 
timate the Soviets bought 
between 28 and 29 million 
metric tons of grain after the 
1975 disaster and they expected 
them to buy around 15 million 
this year, before the full 
magnitude of the crop became 
known 
Despite the looming memory 
of the 1975 disaster, Mesyats 


said there w ill be “ no 
catastrophe” in the future 
“because we have got a good 
material-technical base and 
this allows us to think that the 
stability will be greater than 
before.” 
In addition to the obvious 
benefits to the Soviet food supp­ 
ly, last year's bumper harvest 
probably will have a far- 
reaching effect on the economy. 
In the drought years, the 
leadership was forced to stall 
the nation's industrial develop­ 
ment plans in order to meet the 
enormous costs of importing 
graiii. 
With imports this year 
reduced significantly, this 
money will be available again 
for use in the industrial sector 
for such things as imports of 
machinery. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Helen 
Hansen trusted her “ street fam ily” so 
completely that she refused to believe 
someone might turn against a smiling, 87- 
year-old lady hobbling along with a cane. 
Her twisted body, face battered beyond 
recognition, was found Wednesday near 
one of the streets she loved to stroll before 
dawn every morning. Police said she had 
been raped and beaten to death with her 
own cane. 
The retired schoolteacher who moved 
here from the Midwest 20 years ago scof­ 
fed at the idea that danger could be lurk­ 
ing along the streets where she counted 
the hotel c le rk s and co ffee shop 
countermen as her only “ fam ily.” 
“She was a little woman with a lot of 
spunk — so bird-like and yet so fearless,” 


said Paul Johnston, desk clerk at the Hotel 
Chronicle where Helen rented a $70-a- 
month room. 
“That's why she could never be kept 
from those walks. Things on the street, the 
people she met, that was her life ever 
since she retired as a gram m ar school 
teacher," Johnston said. 
The hotel clerk tried to warn her. She 
refused to listen. ‘“ Helen,” ’ I’d say, ‘at 
least leave your purse behind and don't be 
a target for some nut. But she was fearles- 
s.” 
A counterman at a coffee shop which she 
frequented also tried to warn her. ‘“ I’d 
tell her. just walk during the day. Sleep at 
night. Don’t be crazy and go walking like 
this. But she was lonely.” ’ said Leo 
Remedios.

The new rate schedule, effec­ 
tive immediately, was ap­ 
proved by the state Public 
Utilities Commission Wednes­ 
day. It boosts the bill for the 
average, 500 kilowatt-per- 
month consumer from $15.87 to 
$17.58. 
For F>G&E, the action means 
an additional $144.4 million in 
income through June 30 to com­ 
pensate for higher fuel costs 
and diminished hydroelectric 
output during the long drought. 
“Lifeline” customers who 
use no more than 240 kilowatt 
hours a month were unaffected 
and residential consumers got 
the smallest of the increases 
the PUC approved. 
Rates for agricultural cus­ 
tomers went up 22 per cent and 
industrial users, depending on 
size, will pay from 14 to 27 per 
cent more. Overall, the in­ 
crease for all types of 
electricity users amounts to 
17.8 per cent. 
The company said that under 
new PUC regulations it would 
have been entitled to an in­ 
crease of $188.4 million instead 
of the $144.4 million the com­ 
pany had requested. 


But, a spokesman said, 
PG&E proposed the lesser hike 
because of a desire to attain 
some sort of regularity instead 
of sharp increases and de­ 


creases in rates. 
PG&E earlier filed with the 
PUC an elec tricity rate 
schedule for 120 big customers 
with costs adjusted to the time 
of day and the time of year. 
It is the first time a peak- 
pricing program has been im­ 
plemented in California, the 
utility said. Southern California 
utilities are to adopt similar 
programs at a later date. 
The PUC authorized the 
PG&E cost-adjusted rate plan 
in November. Higher rates will 
be charged during peak periods 
than during “partial-peak” or 
“off-peak” hours. 
PG&E said the system is 
designed to provide an incen­ 
tive for customers to shift as 
much of their energy usage as 
possible to periods when de­ 
mand for electricity on the 
PG&E system is slack, thereby 
making more efficient use of 
generating equipment. 
“To some degree this shift of 
energy usage also could post­ 
pone the time when new 
generating facilities would be 
needed to meet increased 
demands,” a PG&E statement 
said. 
The “peak-pricing” rates will 
apply only to the utility’s 
biggest customers — -those 
whose energy demands are in 
excess of 4,000 kilowatts.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As 
far as state education officials 
can determine, die asbestos 
material linked to a respiratory 
illness of a New Jersey boy has 
not been used in California 
school buildings. 
State schools chief Wilson 
Riles Wednesday said his staff 
checked with architects and 
school districts to learn if such 
a hazard exists in California 
schools. 
“While we can’t make any 
ironclad guarantees that the 
material is not employed,” he 
said. “I’m glad to be able to 
report to parents that we know 


of not a single instance where 
the material has been used in a 
public school building in Cali­ 
fornia.” 
New Jersey officials have ex- 
pressed concern th a t a 
respiratory ailment developed 
by Joseph Sarraf, 13. of 
Trenton, may have been caused 
by asbestos inhalation at his 
school building. 


Riles said the material is not 
the common type of acoustical 
ceiling tile used in many 
buildings. Instead, he said, it is 
a thick, spray-on compound 
used as a fire retardant. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - At­ 
torney General Evelle Young­ 
er says he expects to run for the 
Republican nomination for 
governor in 1978, but probably 
won’t say for sure for about 
another year. 
“I’m not making a formal an­ 
nouncement but I’m not playing 
games either,” Younger said in 
an interview published today in 
the Los Angeles Times. 
“I expect to become a can­ 
didate. I guess I’ve moved from 
the maybe to the probably 
category. 
“I frankly anticipate that at 
the appropriate time I will an­ 
nounce my candidacy for gover­ 
nor.” 
In the meantime, Younger 
said, he will try to do a good job 
in his present office and 
develop a campaign organiza­ 
tion “to discourage all but the 
most serious” potential rivals. 
San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson 
and Los Angeles Police Chief 
Ed Davis have been prominent­ 
ly mentioned as possible can­ 
didates for the GOP nomi­ 
nation. But Houston Flournoy, 
who lost a close race to Gov. 
Edmond Brown Jr. in 1974, has 
denied any interest in another 
try. 
Younger came close to runn­ 
ing for governor two years ago 


but finally decided to seek a se­ 
cond term as attorney general 
instead. 
“The problem last time,” he 
said, “was that in the im­ 
mediate post-Watergate era 
(Republican) people were not 
even interested in talking about 
someone’s candidacy. They 
were completely turned off. 
“Now I have a hunch the tim­ 
ing is right. I get good vibes. In 
politics, timing is the thing.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
National Cancer Institute says 
more men than women and 
more nonwhites than whites die 
of cancer, but striking geo­ 
graphic similarities in overall 
cancer death rates indicate a 
relationship between environ­ 
mental factors and the disease. 
The institute Wednesday 
released a report on U.S. 
cancer death rates among 
blacks, American Indians, Chi­ 
nese and Japanese as a 
followup to a landmark 1975 
study of geographic patterns of 
cancer among whites. 
Groups such as P uerto 
Ricans, 
Mexican-Americans 
and Filipinos were not sepa­ 
rately included in the new 
report. The first two groups 
generally are classed with 
whites and the latter with non­ 
whites, said an institute 
spokeswoman. 
The similarity in geographic 
patterns of cancer for whites 
and nonwhites was “particular­ 
ly striking” for cancers of the 
breast, colon, rectum and es­ 
ophagus. which showed gen­ 
erally high rates in the North 
and low rates in the South, the 
institute said. 
“Similar geographic patterns 
for both males and females for 
a particular cancer suggest that 
common environmental factors 
may contribute to causation,” 


it said. 
The new cancer atlas, con­ 
taining color-coded death maps 
tracing 492,669 deaths from 1950 
to 1969, found the death rate for 
all forms of cancer combined is 
slightly higher for nonwhites 
and for males. Death rates for 
35 types of cancers varied by 
race. 
But the survey centered on 
the distribution of fatal cancer 
around the country, and con­ 
cluded: 
“Similar geographic 
patterns for both males and 
females for a particular cancer 
suggest that common environ­ 
mental factors may contribute 
to causation.” 
It said the study “further sup­ 
ports a relationship between en­ 
vironmental factors and can­ 
cer risks.” 


Compared with other racial 
groups including whites, blacks 
experienced high rates for 
cancers of the mouth and 
throat, esophagus, stomach, 
pancreas, larynx, lung, pro­ 
state, bladder and cervix, and 
multiple myeloma, which is a 
bone marrow cancer, the 
cancer atlas said. 
Whites have higher mortality 
for cancers of the colon and rec­ 
tum, breast, ovary, testis, 
kidney, skin and brain, as well 
as leukemia and lymphoma. 
American Indians are more 
prone to cancers of the 
gallbladder, bile ducts and 
liver, with lesser increases for 
cancers of the nasopharynx — 
inner passages of the nose — 
testis, cervix, kidney and 
female thyroid.

The bass are generally in the 
top 15 feet of water and the best 
bait is night crawlers, plastic 
worms, and floater-divers The 
best spot is the east end of the 
lake in the early morning or 
late evenings. 


The trout have remained the 
center of attraction, with the 
older planters and holdovers 
hitting, as well as the recent 
planters. 


Cachuma is receiving a plant 
of trout by the DFG either to­ 
day or tom orrow , so the 
weekend fishing is projected 
very good. 


The bait fishermen are hit­ 
ting in Santa Cruz and Cachuma 
bays on floating cheese and 
salmon eggs. The trollers are 
traveling a route between Santa 
Cruz Bay and the island, using 
needlefish. Most of the fish are 
in the top 15 feet, but some 
anglers are trolling at 50 and 
bringing up som e larger 
holdovers. 


Red ear perch are hot all day 
long and the best spot has been 
Jackrabbit Flats and around 
the island. 


The trout are also hitting at 
Lopez Lake, but the fish aren’t 
as big, running about eight in­ 
ches. Crappie fishing is good in 
grassy and shaded areas.

A welcome promise 
It is certainly welcome news 
to the many local victims late­ 
ly of burglaries that our 
county law enforcement agen­ 
cies are banning together to 
get tough on those who com­ 
mit such crimes as a way of 
life or to support a hard-drug 
habit. 
Our big question is, why 
hasn’t such a get tough at­ 
titude been in force all the 
time? 
The district attorney and the 
sheriff and chiefs-of-police 
have declared that they will 
now isolate cases where a 
burglary defendant is a 
repeater who has had the 
benefit of probation, parole 
and other social services but 
who still commits such 
crimes. 


What they are basically say­ 
ing is that the burglar has had 
enough chances and enough is 
enough. The law is now going 
to be enforced to the fullest 
and the recidivist burglar is 
the target. 
What will they do different? 
The district attorney claims 
he is setting up a hard-core 
team to give such cases in­ 
tense pre-trial preparation. 
Defendants will be required to 
plead guilty to all provable 
charges. No plea bargaining, 
not sentence bargaining. If a 
conviction results, the unit 
will press the courts for a long 
prison sentence. 
As we said, it is welcome 
news to the many local vic­ 
tims of burglary. 


Ray Cromley 
Not-so-shy man 
from Brookings 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - As we’ve 
all learned by now. the man sitting in as 
chairman of the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers has a major influence on those 
presidential policies which help to deter­ 
mine the amount of unemployment, in­ 
flation and personal income. 
Therefore it is wise 
at this time to look — 
so far as we are able 
— into the economic 
mind of President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter’s 
choice for the job, 
Charles L Schultze. 
Luckily, Schultze is 
not a shy man. As a 
senior fellow at the 
Brookings Institution, 
p r o fe s so r at the 
U n iv e r s it y 
of 
Maryland 
and 
ometime budget direc­ 
tor for President 
Johnson, his record 
and his voluminous 
writings give a clear 
picture of the man and his views. 
For one. he believes in a strong role for 
the federal government. But not so 
strong a role as Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
(D-Minn), Ted Kennedy (D-Mass) and 
other proponents of hefty national plann­ 
ing. He was, for example, opposed to the 
grandiose Humphrey-Hawkins full 
employment bill as unworkable on its 
face. 
Schultze s words lead to some crystal- 
clear conclusions — assuming President 
Carter follows his advice. 
There can be no logical room in the 
federal budget until 1981 for expanded 
spending programs without unaccep­ 
table deficits. And wide ranging, multi­ 
billion dollar new efforts would be possi­ 
ble only by taking a larger tax bite. 
Schultze says to think otherwise one 
must assume a cut in defense expen­ 
ditures. He and his colleagues at Brook­ 
ings make clear they think defense 
reduction in the immediate future is a 
dream — that stepped up arms buying is 
in the cards, what with the Soviet Union 


apparently determined to carry on the 
arms race in full swing. 
Schultze is disturbed about what he 
sees ahead for the economy. If the 
government is going to achieve the en­ 
vironmental cleanup and the energy self- 
reliance it wants, then somebody is going 
to have to put a lot more money into 
business investment, which is now highly 
unsatisfactory. In order to achieve that 
growth we need to cut unemployment 
and raise the standard of living for the 
lower third of the population. 
Schultze clearly believes that if 
private saving doesn’t meet these invest­ 
ment needs, the government must step in 
to take up the slack. Or reduce taxes in 
the hope this will encourage private in­ 
vestment significantly. 
Schultze is wearied by the detailed 
restrictions Congress puts on money it 
grants states and localities. Hie restric­ 
tions, he says, are onerous and create 
impossible burdens. More often than not 
they merely substitute the judgment of 
Washington’s bureaucrats for the judg­ 
ment of those on the scene. 
They cause waste. Cities and counties 
overbuild on waste treatment plants 
because the money is there. While “a 
federal subsidy per unit of pollution 
reduction or a federal tax on pollution ef­ 
fluents would generate more effective 
incentives for pollution reduction than 
construction grants ...” 
When the federal government gives 
capital for local transportation, cities 
and counties buy new buses when they 
should, more economically, be repairing 
the old. This because federal funds are 
available for purchase but not for repair. 
Or they build expensive subways when 
bus systems would make more sense. 
Here, says Schultze, “A federal transit 
subsidy per passenger or passenger mile 
would be much more conducive to ef­ 
ficiency than a subsidy for capital 
costs’* 
In sum, Schultze wants the govern­ 
ment to cut back sharply on telling states 
and localities what services should be 
delivered with federal funds and how 
they should be delivered, and sharpen 
federal control on who gets the benefits.

FDA ignores sour evidence 


WASHINGTON - The Food and Drug 
Administration is sitting on scientific 
evidence that saccharin, the artificial 
sweetener used by millions, may cause 
cancer. 
The evidence is so persuasive that 
many FDA officials are privately 
alarmed at the agency’s failure to act. 
Saccharin should be 
taken off the market, 
they say, because of 
several tests showing 
it causes malignant 
tumors in the bladders 
of animals. 
The tests are as con­ 
clusive. 
scientists 
have told us. as the 
e v id e n c e linking 
c y c l a m a t e s 
and 
cancer. 
Cyclamates 
have been banned 
from the market. 
Americans consume 
about five million 
pounds of saccharin 
each year in diet 
drinks, ice cream and 
puddings. It is also widely used as coffee 
and tea sweeteners. 
Yet the FDA has established from its 
own tests that a disturbing number of 
animals developed malignant bladder 
cancer after consuming saccharin. Other 
studies indicated that saccharin caused 
cancer of the uterus in female animals. 
The FDA is supposed to protect the 
public from dangerous foods and drugs. 
Yet the agency won’t 
issue warnings 
against saccharin until more tests have 
been conducted. These will take at least 
until 1978. 
Our sources compare this attitude to 
the FDA’s inaction on Red Dye No-. 2, 
which the agency left on the market for 
15 years despite evidence that it causes 
birth defects, genetic damage and 
cancer. The dye was finally banned this 
year. 
The General Accounting Office, after a 
confidential investigation of its own, 
warned the FDA that the continued use 
of saccharin ‘‘could expose the public to 
unnecessary risk.” Nevertheless, an 
FDA spokesman told our associate 
Howie Kurtz that no action will be taken 
against the sugar substitute until further 
tests are completed. 
One possible reason was suggested by 
a top FDA official. He conceded that the 
huge commercial sales made the FDA

On the opening day of the fall school 
term Lompoc Unified School District 
will begin to comply with statutory 
requirements to feed needy children.

All that was satisfactory until recent 
statutory requirements. Now the push is 
on to determine whether to build a 


reluctant to ban saccharin. In other 
words, the agency appears to be more 
concerned about corporate losses than 
the public health. 
In the case of another artificial 
sweetener, called aspartame, test 
results allegedly were falsified and dis­ 
torted to get it on the market. The FDA 
at first authorized aspartame to be sold 
to the public but withheld it from the 
market after the discrepancies were dis­ 
covered. 
Independent scientific tests showed 
that aspartame caused brain damage in 
animals. The manufacturer, G.D. Searle 
and Company, wants to use the sugar 
substitute in breakfast cereals, pud­ 
dings, beverages, gelatins and chewing 
gum. 
When some animals died in test experi­ 
ments, Searle substituted the blood of 
other animals for the dead ones, in­ 
vestigators have alleged. There were 
also significant discrepancies between 
Searle’s data and the summaries the 
company submitted to the FDA, ac­ 
cording to the government investigators. 
One pathologists’s study, for example, 
was allegedly edited to make the 
findings appear more favorable. 
The case against Searle is being 
referred to a grand jury for possible 
prosecution. A spokesman said the com­ 
pany strongly disagrees with charges 
that it altered its data but couldn’t com­ 
ment directly because the matter is un­ 
der investigation. 
FDA investigators discovered the 
alleged alterations by examining just a 
few of Searle’s files. Yet the agency has 
now turned its investigation over to an 
independent group of scientists who, in­ 
credibly, will be paid by Searle. 
Thus the alleged corporate culprit will 
finance the investigation of itself. “If 
you believe that Searle is going to pay all 
this money and not have some say in the 
results, you’re kidding yourself,” one 
angry FDA official told us. 
An FDA spokesman insisted that the 
company would not interefere with an 
objective investigation. But Sen. 
Gaylord Nelson (D-Wis.) would dis­ 
agree. Allowing the drug companies to 
pay for the testing of its own products, he 
told us, leads to unreliable or biased 
results 
PIPELINE POSTSCRIPT: The 
Interior Department is investigating our 
report that the federal official oversee­ 
ing the construction of the Alaska 


pipeline, Andrew Rollins, accepted 
favors from the Morrison-Knudsen con­ 
struction combine. The company is 
building a 135-mile segment of the 
pipeline. 
Rollins requested the investigation 
himself after we asked him about the 
chartered plane rides, free fishing vaca­ 
tions and other favors he had accepted 
from Morrison-Knudsen. 
We have now learned that the House 
subcommittee on Energy and Power, 
headed by Rep. John Dingell (D-Mich), 
encountered considerable flak when its 
investigators inspected the pipeline con­ 
struction last summer. 
The questioned federal inspectors 
about the pipeline. But the inspectors’ 
superior in the Interior Department, 
Jack Turner, ordered them to write 
down all the questions they were asked 
and all the answers they gave. He 
demanded that these written reports be 
submitted to his office. 
This had an “intimidating effect” on 
the federal inspectors, subcommittee 
sources complained. 
In confidence, some inspectors in­ 
formed the subcommittee that Turner 
has frustrated their efforts to make 
pipeline contractors comply with federal 
laws. For example, he rescinded the 
authority of the inspectors to halt the 
work if they found a contractor breaking 
the law. 


Footnote: The outspoken Turner 
acknowledged that he required the in­ 
spectors to take notes on their interviews 
with subcommittee investigators. But he 
denied this was a form of intimidation 
and said he had supported the inspectors. 
“The Dingell staff,” he grumped, “con­ 
ducted themselves in a very unprofes­ 
sional and unethical manner.”

ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 
Once in a 
blue moon 


Since the moon is near its full stage, it 
seems like a good time to share an as­ 
sortment of facts about our closet 
neighbor in space which perhaps you 
didn’t know before. 
Ever hear of a blue moon? Well, there 
is such a thing, as proverbial as the 
phrase “once in a blue 
moon" may seem to 
those who never have 
seen one. 
There was a blue 
moon in September of 
1950, observed by thou­ 
sands of people in 
England, Scotland and 
Denmark. Not only did 
they see a blue moon, 
they saw a blue sun as 
well. Both phenomena 
were caused by smoke 
from forest fires in 
Alberta. Canada, 4,500 
miles away. 
The explanation, I 
am told, is that the 
blue 
moon 
is 
a 
“phenomenon of colloidal dimensions, 
resulting from the presence in the at­ 
mosphere of numerous extremely 
minute suspended particles, individually 
too small to be seen and yet collectively 
having a sensible effect on transmitted 
light rays." Now you know. 
Man always has attached great 
significance to the moon. In primitive 
times, some believed it was a goddess. 
The Greek moon goddess was a sister of 
the sun God. Helios. 
Baleful or beneficial, the moon always 
has been influential, according to pop­ 
ular superstition. 
The ancients believed that lunatics 
(from the Latin “luna” or moon) had 
fallen under the moon’s influence. 
In later times, a person might be 
described as moonstruck, behaving like 
a moon calf or mooning about 
The farmer believed that the moon 
was lucky and that planting his crops at 
full moon or new moon assured a full 
harvest. In September, he relied on the 
harvest moon to provide extra hours of 
light to reap his crops. 
When I was a lad, one of the sure cures 
for warts was to tie a string around the 
wart and then go hide the string under a 
rock by the light of a full moon. 
Sometimes, I recall, the warts went 
away and sometimes they didn’t ... at 
least immediately. Nearly all warts go 
away eventually, which may prove that 
there is some power in the moon, after 
all, if you’re not impatient. On the other 
hand, since the warts disappear even­ 
tually, the string and the full moon bit 
may be fully unnecessary. 
In other areas, the moon is considered 
unlucky. According to tradition, anyone 
glimpsing the moon over his or her left 
shoulder should “quickly count his or her 
money.” Don’t ask me why! 
For the amateur weather prophet, the 
upturned early crescent moon was 
believed to forecast wet weather. And 
then, in October, there was the hunter’s 
moon, supposed to provide excellent 
hunting for those who knew how to read 
the signs just right. 
Modem scientists describe the moon 
as “perturbed,” meaning that its mo­ 
tions are irregular in certain respects 
Perturbations are small irregularities 
caused by the gravitational attractions 
of the earth, sun and major planets. 
The moon also is said to be retarded — 
that is. it rises and sets an average of 50 
minutes later each day. 
Speaking of moonrise and moonset, 
although the moon appears to move from 
east to west, actually the reverse is true 
It moves from the west to the east, but 
because of the earth rotating in the same 
direction, only faster, the moon appears 
to be going the other way. 
Another curiosity is the optical illusion 
that makes the full moon appear to be 
larger when it is on the horizon than 
when it is overhead. 
It merely appears larger because it is 
seen in relation to familiar landmarks. 
When it is overhead, the moon is at its 
zenith and that point it is 4,000 miles 
closer to the observer than when it is on 
the horizon

central kitchen or to adapt La Mesa 
school for that purpose. Readers may 
recall that Joe Carlin, district business 
manager, some months ago came up 
with an estimate of $330,000 as the cost of 
building a new facility. That figure 
would be higher today because of infla­ 
tion. 
It has been generally understood that 
the district could get reimbursement for 
up to 100 per cent of the cost of kitchen 
equipment, but nothing for the cost of in­ 
stallation. Installation costs would be 
high, according to most estimates. 
It is also uncertain where the money 
would come from to build a new facility 
The district lost out in a bid for federal 
Public Works Employment Act funds to 
finance construction, but Carlin says the 
district will probably submit a new ap­ 
plication in the light of the announce­ 
ment that additional funds are now 
available. These are the same funds that 
the City of Lompoc and Santa Barbara 
County tried for, for their own construc­ 
tion projects and with the same luck— 
none. 
Along the way there has been pressure 
for some form of district sponsored food 
service. Readers may recall that ad­ 
ministrators at El Camino School were 
using some Title 1 funds to provide a 
nutritious breakfast for some of the 
needy youngsters in that area. Then the 
federal government whacked our collec­ 


tive wrists and reminded us that the 
funds could not be used for that purpose. 
Readers may also recall the “Bunch 
for Lunch” movement of a few years 
ago. That was a veritable powerhouse of 
parents, mainly mothers, who not only 
campaigned vigorously and colorfully, 
but who produced some convincing data 
based on surveys showing parents would 
support a school lunch program. 
The school board turned down the idea 
at that time even though state food ser­ 
vice people in the department of educa­ 
tion dangled enticing offers of reim­ 
bursement in front of them. 
That reluctance to undertake what 
could have been a satisfactory, but 
probably partial program may have been 
a blessing. Trustee Jack Helman noted 
that fact a few weeks ago. Here’s the 
basis for that conclusion: If the district 
had inaugurated some form of lunch 
program at that time to meet the pleas 
of the “Bunch” group, it would be dif­ 
ficult. now, if not unlikely that the dis­ 
trict could get the kind of federal finan­ 
cial aid it needs to meet the new federal 
requirements for feeding the needy. The 
reimbursement feature of present laws 
does not apply for districts that have any 
form of general food service program 
under way at the moment. 
There is also another impact that can 
be anticipated from the advent of a dis­ 
trict food program. If the district enters 


into the reimbursement program—for 
the cost of food equipment—it must 
stringently restrict the sale of food by 
other entities on campus The PTA, 
historically has earned much of its 
necessary revenues by the sale of food- 
and many student campus activities are 
entirely or substantially subsidized by 
profits from food sales at campus snack 
bars. Under current law organizations 
selling food, exclusive of the district 
itself, will be restricted to the sale of 
three food items, only, and those cannot 
be foods already offered in the district’s 
program What all this will mean for the 
snack bars is not immmeidately clear 
There is also another little side to all 
this. Some knowledgeable persons close 
to the scene, look upon the advent of the 
generalized district food service 
program, as a means of striking a blow 
for nutrition Readers may recall that 
the Reverend Dick Harris, for one has 
spoken out publicly against what he calls 
“junk food,” and the threat it holds for 
our students’ health. Some of the food 
sold in campus snack bars falls within 
Harris* designation. 
There are the ingredients. Even as 
these lines are being written, Carlin is 
meeting with the architects to develop 
the facts that the school board needs to 
help form decisions on which way to g o - 
new central kitchen or the adaptation of 
La Mesa 
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
